T is no ſmall Satisfaction to ſeveral of our Military 
Gentlemen, who have no Averſion to high Pay, 
and are paſſionately fond of ſleeping in a whole Skin, 

to hear that ſomething like a Peace js at length conclud- 
ed; for we now know for certain, that his Majeſty of 
Spain having, as we have been inform'd, demanded fome 
xplanations, and alſo made Amendments in the Con- 
vention, was pleas'd at laſt to ſign it. 
It ſeems, before his Catbolick Majeſty would be pre- 


vail'd upon to fign this Convention, he infiſted on having 
a Kind of Defeazance drawn up, in the Form of a Pro- 
teſt, of which the following Copy hath been communi- 
cated to us.

How highly are we obliged to Don Benjamin Keene, 
who, in order to remove all his Catholic Majeſty's Ob- 
jections, conſents to the Suſpenſion of a Right granted 
to the Nation by ſolemn Treaties, and given to the Com- 
pany by A& of Parliament, and run ſuch Hazards rather 
than his Country ſhould loſe the Emoluments of ſo glo- 
Tious and advantageous a Convention ! ; 

By this Convention, his Carholick Majeſty ingages to 
refer ſome Points in Diſpute to the Deciſion of Plenipo- 
tentiaries (not Commiſſaries ; we have had enough of thens 
already) to be named for that Purpoſe. This will- 
certainly produce one good Effect, if not more; it will 


rove a very advantageous Employment to two of the 
F F es th Friends 
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Friends of a certain Great Man; for his Enemies, 
notwithſtanding their Oppoſition, muſt allow, that his 
Friends are all ſuch pretty Fellows, that, let the Nation 
ſink or ſwim, they ought to be maintain'd in Splendor. 
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And here I cannot forbear taking Notice of the great 
Honour his Cathelick Majeſty hath done this Nation in 


the Perſon of Mr. Keene, by ſtiling him Don BENMIAMIx, 
by which I conceive he hath made him a Gentleman; for 


which we are very much obliged to him. 3 
Beſides this Favour, his Catholic Majeſty alſo ingages 


to pay our Merchants a Sum of Money in Part of what 
his Subjects have plundered from them: He hath engag- 


ed to do it, and his Bond is as good as his Ford; I dare 
ſay our Merchants are as well ſatisfied with one as the 
other. If the Payment of it ſhould be deferr'd a little, 


I hope the Merchants will not take it ill, becauſe it is poſ- 


fible his Catholick Majeſty may be out of Caſh, ——— 
Kings, as well as Poets, have ſometimes wanted Mo- 
ney. — [ have wanted Money myſelf, ——— and 


why may not his Catholic Majeſty ſometimes want Mo- 


ney? 
If his Catholic Majeſty cannot conveniently ſpare the 
Sum promiſed till the South-Sea Company pays him ſixty 
eight thouſand Pounds, which he demands of them as a 
Debt, it will induce the Company to be very prompt in 
their Payment; for whether they owe kim any thing or 
not, I hope they won't diſpute it upon this Occaſion : 
A Refuſal may be attended with very bad Con- 
ſequences; his Catholiek Majeſty is a Man of Honour, 
and wears a Sword. | | 
thought proper to mention this Matter, becauſe I am 
informed they diſpute the Debt, which ſhews a bad Mind, 


and a very evil Diſpoſition in the Company; for they 


know that, unleſs they comply, the Merchants may never 
be pay'd, and what is werſe, it may diſconcert our Mi- 
niſter: And 1 hope that no Body will think it reaſonable, 
for ſuch a Trifle, to make that Great Man uneaſy. . 
I fixty thouſand Pounds ſhould be agreed to be pay'd 
him for our falling upon his Fleet in the Year 1718, the 
Affair of the Merchants will not be retarded on that Ac- 
count; becauſe the Nation will no Doubt, moſt chear- 


fully ſubmit to any Tax for that Purpoſe.

We obliged ourſelves by Treaties to 22 the 
Neutrality of [tely. The Spaniſh Fleet was de- 
ſtroy'd in Conſequence of this Guarantee. But 1 
muſt obſerve, that tho“ we were not Principals in this 
Quarrel, we paid for it as Principals; for, by a ſubſe- 
quent Treaty made with Hain, in iyzt, we obliged our- 
ſelves to reſtore all the Spaniſh Ships in our Poſſeſſion, 
and offer'd to pay for ſuch of them as had been ſold ; 
which was perform'd on our Part; we pay'd, I fay, for 
thoſe which were ſold, and made an Offer of thoſe which 
remain' d. We have had many Treaties with Spain 
ſince (how many it is not eaſy to remember) andfwe 
alſo appointed a competent Number of Commiſſaries, in 
Conſequence of thoſe Treaties, who all had Inſtructions 
to inſiſt upon it, that we had fulfilled our lngagements. 
— If the Nation ſhould be obliged to pay 60000 J. 
now for thoſe Ships which rotted at Pore-Mahon, becauſe 
the Spaniards would not receive them as was agreed, it 
will be for a valuable Conſideration; and what Confide- 
ration is ſo valuable as Peace? | 
When it was reported, that his Catholick Majeſty had de- 
manded Payment for his Fleet deſtroy'd in the Year 1718, 
the Diſaffected gave out, that he would alſo expect to be 
paid for the Spaniſb Armada deſtroy'd in the Reign of 
Queen Elizabeth, tince he had as much Reaſon to inſiſt 
upon the one as the other: But the Malecontents are diſ- 
appointed, and there is no ſach Thing in the Conven- 
tion, Now indeed they give out, it will certainly be 
demanded next Year; but as for my own Part, I don't 
believe one Word of it. | | 
The Truth of it is, the Malecontents are fo envious of 
the Glory, and Honour which our excellent Miniſter is 
continually acquiring by his great Skill in Negotiation, 
that they will ſay any thing. They inſinuate alſo 
as if the whole Money to be pay'd our Merchants, by the 
King of Spain, was to come from another Quarter, and 
of Conſequence that what he is to receive for his Fleet, 
and from the Company, will be ſo much clear Gain, by 
which he will be enabled to make up another Fleet; and 
if we ſhould be obliged to deſtroy that Fleet, we know 
the worſt; *tis but paying for it twenty Years after. 
The Malecontents, I fay, are almoſt at their Wits End; 
for this Convention as wha deat, dumb and blind. 
2 i? 
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It does net only make Things eaſy for the preſent, but 
fully juſtifies the Wiſdom of all the Meaſures which 
have been taken for ſevetal Years: For if the numerous 
Squadrons which have been fent out, at different Times, 
had not been reſtrain'd by Orders from acting againſt the 
Spaniards, who knows but we might to- Day have had not 
only their Fleet, but their Garda Coſtas, Flotas, Hotillat, 
Regifter-Ships, and the Devil and all to have pay'd for ? 
Nay we might have taken ſo much from them that, for 
aught I know, all the ready Money in the Kingdom 
could not have made Good. = 

What can be urg'd againſt pacific Meaſures, but that 
the Merchants have ſuffered a little by Captures; but 
thoſe who make ſuch Complaints, ſhould conſider that 
the Conſtitution of Trade is like the Conſtitution of the 
Body of Man, — if the Blood beats too high, Evacua- 
tions are neceſlary. — The Profits on Trade have riſen 
to ſuch Extravagance of late Years, that theſe little Draw- 
backs were like opening a Vein, which makes the Blood 
circulate with more Freedom; and our forbearing to 
make Repriſals was the wiſeſt Meaſure coutd be taken; 
for had we committed Hoſtilities as well as the Spaniards, 
it was then a War, and this was the very Thing we were 
endeavouring to avoid. — Pax queritur Bello is a falſe 
Maxim, — Pax queritur Pace is a much better Motto, 
and by it we are come to the End of our Wiſhes. 

If the Malcontents object, that it is a very dear Peace; 
it may be anſwer'd, that all Things good in their Kind 
mutt be dear: Peace is certainly much better than War; 
ergo we ought to pay more for it. 

Suppoſe our Plenipo's ſhould manage in this Affair juſt 
as thoſe worthy Gentlemen. call'd Commiſlaries did be- 
fore them, that is to ſay, they ſhould take Care to pro- 
long their own Commiſſion, receive agreat Deal of pub- 
lick Money for themſelves, and do Nothing If this 
ſhould happen, the Merchants will be the chief Sofferers ; 
and what are Merchants? A Parcel of ſturdy Beggars, a 
Body of People who are for checking the exorbitant 
Power of a Miniſter, and were once within an Inch of 
demoliſhing one; and if he hath been no leſs induſtrious 
in his conſtant Endeavours to demoliſh them, who can 
v onder at it? In fine, Things ſeem to be come to a Kind 
ef Crilis betwixt him and ine Merchants; and either He 

: i or 
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or Trade muſt fall; but ſure Nobody will balance which 
Party to take when the Safety of ſo virtuous, ſo wiſe a 
Man is put in Competition with ſuch a Trifle as the Trade 
v of a Nation, | 

Trade ſubverts the Order of Things, and fets the in- 
duſtrious Man above Tools of a Court, which is a great 
Grievance. What a Shame was it to ſee former- 
ly, in this Nation, not only Merchants, but Drapers, 
Haberdaſhers, Iron - mongers, c. purchaſe better Eſtates, 
and give larger Fortunes to their Daughters, than 
Lords of the Treaſury. But theſe Diſorders are in a fair 
Way of being reQified by the wiſe Politicks of the Great 
Man we hinted at before: Nor can I ſufficiently com- 
mend that excellent Saying which is imputed to him, 
„That he hoped to make all the Merchants of England, 
© as poor as ſo many German Princes. 

By this Convention, all the Grievances which have 
interrupted our Commerce in the American Seas are to be 
regulated by Plenipotentiaries. — It feems the Merchants 

cavil at the Term of regalating Grievances ; but who cares 
whether they like it or not? —— They underſtand by it, 
as if it was to be ſettled what Grievances and Abuſes our 
Merchants and Sailors ſhould hereafter be obliged to ſaf- 
fer from the Spaniards, —— Even, in their Senſe, it is to 
be juſtified ; for, without ſome ſuch Thing, the Spaniards ; 
may think they are at Libertyto abuſe our Merchants and 
Sailors as they pleaſe. — Suppoſe no Ship of ours ſhould 
be allow'd to come within two Leagues of their Shore, 
it ought certainly to be ſettled what Penalties they muſt 
ſuffer when they tranſgreſs; if, for Example, it ſhould be 
agreed, that, in ſuch a Caſe, one of the Ears of every 
Sailor on Board ſhould be cut off, if there be no Regula- 
tion, they may cut off both their Ears. 

There is another Thing which ought alſo to be regu- 
lated; which is, the due Length of a League; otherwiſe 
the Spaniſþ Governours in America may alter their Scale, 

and if the Diſtance of a-Ship from Shore ſhould be tried 
by Spaniſh Meaſure, our Merchants may have the worſt 
of.. | 

We can by the Treaty, which is to follow this Con- 
vention, loſe no more than two Leagues of Sea-Room, 
unleſs the Spaniards are to meaſure; if ſo, perhaps the 
two Leagues may ſtretch out to wherever they can catch 

our Ships. Wag 
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What, tho' we don't lay the ſame Reſttictions upon 
other Nations; that we neither ſeize, nor ſo much as 
ſearch French or Dutch Ships within two Leagues of our , 
Coaſt under Pretence of their carrying away our Wool, 
or running their Brandy in upon us, we are Lords of the 
Ocean, and may do what we pleaſe; and therefore, if 
we have a Mind to ſubmit, who ſhalt hinder us? | 
don't know how the King of Spain's Miniſters will 
be able to pacify their People, for being ſo palpably out- 
witted, in this Treaty, by the ſuperior Skill of our MI.

Prejudices againſt the Convention, &c. worth any Man- 
= ner of Notice, had not great Numbers of them been 
Ciſtributed gratis at the Doors of the Houſe of Lords and 
Commons, and in divers other Places, with a malicious 
and wicked Intention of throwing an Obloquy not only 
on our :njured and diſtreſſed Merchants, but even on the 
whole Britiſh Nation. = 
At firſt I imagined it was the Performance of a certain 
Foreigner, or rather a Renegado Subject of Great Britain, 
who is treated with more Civility and Reſpect than He 
deſerves, and is conſiſtent with the Honour of the Na- 
tion; Or the ingenious and learned Authors of the Ga- 
zetter, and publiſhed at the Expence of their generous 
Patron, who ſeems to be finking and catching at every 
Twig to preſerve Himſelf, and has declared it to be zhe 
beſt Pampblet that ever was wrote by any Party. But I 
am credibly inform'd, that it is the candid and honeſt Pro- 
duction of a R. R. and pious Prelate, the titular A—h 
 B-—p of Toledo. 

It is needleſs to take Notice of his Manner of Reaſon- 
ing, and it will take up too much of your Time to point 
out all the impudent and barefaced Aſperſiuns He endea- 
vours to load our Country with, and therefore I ſhalt 
only take Notice of the moſt femarkable Paſſages, on 
which He ſeems to lay the greateſt Streſs, and from thence 
you may judge what Credit is to be given to his ſacerdo- 
tal Word, who has no Manner of Regard to Reaſon, 
Truth, or common Jultice. 

That War is never to be tried, till private Treaties prove 
ine ſfectual, | readily agree to; but how long are publick 
Grievances and Differences between Nation and Nation 
to ſubſiſt, without having Recoutſe to any other Reme- 
dy than Treaties? which have proved ineffeQtual, 1 5 
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Regard to the Complaints of our injured Merchants, 
after eight Years Trial and Experience; and the Spaniards 
are ſo fat from deſiſting from their unwarrantable Prac- 
tices, that with an uncommon Contempt of the airs a 
Nation, I hey have continued their Inſults and Depreda- 
tions, inſtead of redrefling them. | 

Another Fact, ſays this Writer, not eaſily credited, and 
I believe not to be proved, is, that the Spaniards bave ſeized 
and condemned any Britiſh Ships eutward:bound above one 
hundred Leagnes from any Shore, without any Pretence at 
all. This is mere Prevarication, and Trifling ; for what 
Difference is there between ſeizing a Ship at any Diſtance 
from their Coaſts outward or homeward bound ? and 
that ſeveral Ships have been taken at that Diſtance, home- 
ward bound, has been fully proved, and made appear ; 
particularly the Prince William, Capt. King /lough. But 
what Right have the Spaztards to viſit and ſearch our Ships 
at any Diſtance, or on any Pretence, unleſs they are adu- 
ally found Trading ? 

There it indeed, ſays He, ſome Cocoa growing in our Co- 
lonies, but very different from Spaniſh Cocoa. He ſhould 
have ſhewn the Difference, which I defy Him to make 
out; for, it is well known that Jamaica was formerly a 
Spaniſh Iſland, and Cocoa the principal Commodity. The 

eed is the ſame, and Nuts not to be diſtinguiſhed. Mar- 
tinico Cocoa, indeed, is very different, the Nut is ſmaller, 
drier, and not ſo oily. As to Logwood, large Quantities 
have been ſhipp'd to Great Britain, which grew in that 
Ifland, as can be fully proved and made appear; and that 
the Importations will increaſe, if our Merchant Ships 
will take it in; for ſeveral Commanders have declined it, 
fearing it would be the Means of their Ship and Cargo's 
being ſeized and condemned, in Cafe They met with a 

Spaniſh Guarda Coſta. | 
The Inſtance He gives, p. 14. of an Engliſh Man of 
War, that ſtopped and ſearched a Ship belonging to a Neigb- 
bouring Nation, and endeavoured to extort from the Crew 
a Confeſſion, that They were purſuing an Illicit Trade, by 
the Force of Torture, and ſo tied burning Matches between 
their Fingers, is very little to the Purpoſe. fince He him- 
ſelf tells us at the ſame Time, that, for this Cruelty the 
Authors were, by Order of the Government, ſubjectad to a 
Trial before a Court · Martial and condemned; though it is 
very 
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very extraordinary, that ſo remarkable a Circumſtance did 
not make more Noiſe in the World, and ſeems to be un- 
known to any Body except Himſelf ; but if the Facts are 
true, the Perſons injur'd, according to his own Account, 
had all the Juſtice done Them that could reaſonably be 
expected, and the Aggreſſors were far from being ſcreen'd 
and protected by the Government ; whereas I never heard 
that Captain Jenkins ever had any Satisfaction for his Ear, 
or our Merchants for their Loſſes; on the contrary, the 
Spanifh Governors and Guarda Coftas are countenanc'd and 
encourag'd in their Acts of Violence and Injuſtice. 

I wiſh there was not the leaſt Grounds or Colour of 
Truth in that Part of his Narrative relating to Captain 
Fennings, though He has aggravated the Circumſtances, 

and omitted doing Juſtice to the Government of Famarca, 
who made the Spaniards all the Reparation and Satisfac- 
tion in their Power; and as to his being receiv'd in that 
Hand with Joy and Triumph, it is abſolutely falſe; for 
the Action was generally diſaproved of, and cenſured. 
The Caſe ſtands thus. Captain Fernings was bred to the 
Sea, and maintaided a very fair CharaQter till He was 
drawn into that unhappy Affair. On the Death of his Fa- 
ther, who left him near 500 J. per Annum in Jamaica, he 
lived aſhore, but, hearing of the Lofs of the Galleons on 
the Coaſt of Florida, and that the Spaniards had deſerted 
them, He and two others fitted out with 100 Men, and 
not 600, though ſeveral others followed; but did not 
arrive there till the Action was over. On his Arrival 
among the Wrecks, ſome Spaniardi, to the Number 
of 120, or more, who had fix'd ſome Tents on a Cay, 
or ſmall Iſland, (and had got out of them 40 or 50,000 
Pieces of Eight and not 400,000, as is falfly aſſerted) fired 
and did them ſome Damage; upon which Captain Fer- 
zings and the other Commanders landed the major Part 
of their Men, drove the Spaniards off the Cay, and ſeiz'd 
their Money and Effects. On his Return to Jamaica, He 
did likewiſe take a Spanrſp Sloop, which firſt attack'd and 
endeavour'd to take Him. 

Upon the Complaint of the Spaniſh Ambaſſador, Orders 
were ſent to the Governoar of Jamaica, to enquire into 
the Facts, and, if proved, to make Reftitution and Satif- 
faction. A Warrant was immediately iſſued ont to ap- 
prehend Jennings, who made his Eſcape off the Ifland ;

but his Eſtate was confiſcated and ſold, in order to mike 
Satisfaction to the Sparzards, as far as it would go; and 
two other Perſons, who were concern'd in the Sloop 
the one compounded fer 2000 J. and the other. run off 
the Iſland, and his Effects were likewiſe. ſeiz'd and ſold 
to the ſame Purpoſe. 

The Inſtance He gives of wo Spaniſh Gentlemen, who 
were invited by an Engliſh Commander on board his Ship, 
and kept Them two Days ſtarving to extort a Ranſom, and 
that failing, cut off the Ear and Noſe of one of Them, and 
with a Cutlaſs at his Throat, for d him to eat them, is of a 
Piece with the Reſt, and further evinces the Candour and 
Veracity of this Spa#iſp Apoſtle, who hath collected this 
and ſome other Paſſages out of the Hiſtory of the Pyrates, 
to caſt an Odium on our Countrymen, and to colour and 
palliate the Barbarity and Inhumanity of the Spariards to 
our brave and honeſt Seamen; for this very Fact was 
committed by a Pyrate, and the Crew conſiſted of all 
Nations, though the Captain was an Exgliſbman; and it 
is well known that, among thoſe People, a Commander 
has very little Authority, except in an Engagement. 

The laſt Paſſage I ſhall take Notice of, which will be 
ſufficient to ſhew our Spaniſh Apoſtle in a true Light, and 
in his proper Colours, is that wherein He aſſerts that, 
He hath ſeen as free Subjects as any the King of Spain hath, 
expoſed to Sale in a Britiſh Colony, purchasr'd there like 
Cattle, and treated afterwards very little better by the 
Parchaſers; that à Spaniſh Gentleman was ſent on Purpoſe 
to demand his Countr from Bondage; that He knew 
the Anſwer. and Refwſal. of the Gavernour of that Colony, 
and that He could eaſily prove that thoſe very Slaves con- 
tinued ſo to this very Day inthe ſame Colony. Our Spaniſh 
Apsſtle ſhould have been more particular in, pointing out 
the Colony; the Governor's Name; at what Time He was 
there; and ſome. other Circumitances which He has omit- 
ted; but I ſhall explain this Matter, which He has repte- 
ſented ſo darkly with an Intent to blacken the Gover- 
nour and Inhabitants. of that Colony; and as the Facts are 
falſly ſtated, the Scandal and Ignominy He endeavours 
to caſt on them will retort upon Himſelf. 

Some [ndians. were purchaſed of the Maſqueto Indians, 
which they had taken Priſoners in War, and. brought to 
Jamaica, in the Government of Major General Hunter. 
Among 
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Among them two or three, who proved to be born free 
among the Spaniards, and were chriſtened, were demand- 
ed ſome Time after by a Spaniſh Gentleman, and proba- 
bly the Governour might give ſome ſuch Anſwer as He 
mentions; but He had the Liberry of bringing an Action 
de Homine Replegiando, which was determined in their 
Favour, they were accordingly releaſed in Court, and re- 
turned to New Spain. Four others were ſold at Antigua, 
and releaſed in the ſame Manner, and after they had their 
Liberty, they choſe rather to remain among the Exgliſb 
than return to their own Country ; they are now living 
there, as I am credibly informed, and maintain them- 
ſelves in a comfortable Manner by Fiſhing. 
Thus, Sir, I have confuted this pious exemplary Spa- 
»iſh Apoſtle, and I doubt not but every candid and impar- 
tial Perſon will look upon him in the Light he juſtly de- 
ſerves. As to the Facts, I appeal to the Gentlemen of 
Jamaica, who, I am perſuaded, are ready to do them- 
ſelves and Country Juſtice, in teſtifying the Truth when-

The Lords PROTEST.

'T H E Order of the Day being read, for taking 


into further Conſideration the Convention lately 
concluded between Great Britain and Spain, and 
the ſeparate Articles belonging thereunto ; 

It was moved, That an Humble Addreſs be pre- 
ſented to His Majeſty, to return him the Thanks of this 
Houſe, for having been graciouſly pleaſed to lay before 
us the Convention, c. between His Majeſty and the 
King of Spain, &c. 

And after a long Debate thereupon, 
The Queſtion being put upon the ſaid Motion, 
It was reſolved in the Affirmative. 
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1. Becauſe we conceive, that this Reſolution, under 
the plauſible Pretence of a reſpeAful Addreſs to the 
Throne, carties with it an Approbation of the Conven- 
tion concluded at the Pardo, the 14th of January laſt, 
which, as we apprehend, may be a moſt fatal Compli- 
ment, if it ſhould induce His Majeſty to believe, that 
this Convention is agreeable to the Senſe and Expectation 
of the Nation. 

2. Becauſe this Reſolution has rather weaken'd than 
enforc'd the Addreſs of laſt Year, having omitted that 
Part of the ſaid Addreſs, which declares, that no Goods 
being carried from one Part of His Majeſty's Dominions 
to another, are to be deemed contraband or prohibited 
Goods, and that the Searching of Ships under Pretence 
of their carrying contraband or prohibited Goods, is a 
Violation and InfraQion of the Treaties ſubſiſting between 
the two Crowns. | ' 

* We think the ſaid Reſolution does not ſufficiently 
aſſert our Right, by ſaying only, That we ſhall not be 
Hable to be ſtopped, ſearched, or viſited upon the open 
Seas, the Merchants having proved at the Bar of this 
Houſe, that Currents and Winds unavoidably drive Ships 
out of their Courſe, and that Obſervations of Land- 
marks upon the Spaniſh Coaſts are abſolutely neceſſary 
for their ſteering a ſafe Courſe thro' thoſe Seas: We 
apprehend, that their being obliged to keep a dire& 
Courſe, without coming near the Spaniſp Coaſt, as lately 
inſiſted upon by the Sparrards, would render them ſole 
Judges of our Navigation, and their being permitted to 
viſit or ſearch our Ships, would render our whole Ameri 
ran Trade precarious and impracticable. 

4. Becauſe we ſee no Reaſon to believe that the future 
. Negotiation of the Plenipotentiaries will, in the next 
Eight Months, obtain the Admiſſion of thoſe Rights in- 
ſiſted upon in our former Addreſs, which the Inſtances 
and Repreſentations made to the Court of Spain laſt Year, 
ſapported by the Reſolution of Parliament, and a power- 
ful Fleet, have not been able as yet to procure. 

5. Becauſe we apprehend the Spaniards do not think 
themſelves bound, by this Convention, to abſtain from 
their unjuſt Methods of proceeding, fince it was proved 
at the Bar of this Houſe, That Captain Vang ban, a Com- 
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mander of a Britiſp Ship, having been unjuſtly taken by 
a Spaniſh Man of War, his Ship confiſcated, and he im- 
priſoned at Cadiz, was, at the Time of Signing the Con- 
vention, detained in Priſon there, and not releaſed in 
ſeveral Weeks after, notwithſtanding the Repreſentation 
of the Britiſh Plenipotentiary at the Court of Spain. 

6. Becauſe, we conceive that the Reparation pretended 
to be made to our Merchants by this Convention, for 
the grievous Loſſes they have ſuſtained, during a Courſe 
of many Years, is inſufficient: Thedark Accounts of this 
Tranſaction, laid before us, have not been fully explain- 
ed, nor any ſatisfactory Reaſons given us, why their 
Demands, (tated in an Account ſigned, June 14, 1738, 
by Mr. Stert, one of the Commiſlaries, at L. 343, 277, 
ſhould be ſo greatly reduced.

cluded at Madrid in 1721, upon which that Claim of 
the Spaziards is founded, had been executed on the Part 
of the Crown of Great Britain. 

8. Becauſe the referring the Limits of Florida and 
Carolina to the Plenipotentiaries, ſeems to call in Queſ- 
tion our Right to Poſſeſſions which we have ſo long un- 
interruptedly enjoyed, Seven Eight Parts or Shares of 
which, the Nation, at a conſiderable Expence, has, nor 
long fince, purchaſed of the Proprietors under the Two 
Original, Grants of King Charles the Second, a certain 
Diſtri whereof, called Georgia, in Honour to His pre- 
ſent Majeſty,. has been ereQted into a New Colony, and 
granted to Truſtees for laudable Purpoſes; for the Eſta- 
bliſhment and Improvement of which, conſiderable Sums 
have been granted by the Publick: And moreover it being 
ſtipulated by the preſent Convention, that no Fortification 
there, ſhall be increaſed during the Term of Eight Months ; 
We apprehend that the Regiment lately raiſed for the De- 
fence of that Colony, and alſo the Engineers and Stores, 
which at a conſiderable Increaſe of the publick Expence, 
have been ſent thither, will not only remain uſeleſs, but 
if. a Peace ſhould not be procured within that Period,

lony, to the Violence and Irruption of the Span ard. 

9. Becauſe we apprehend, the Britiſß Miniſter's Ac- 
ceptance of the Declaration ſigned by Monſ. de la Qua- 
dra, January the 10th, 1739, ſaid to be agreed with reci- 
procal Accord, bas allowed His Catholick Majeſty to 
reſerve to himſelf, in its full Force, the Right of bein 
able to ſuſpend the Aſſiento of Negroes, in caſe the Sou: 
Sea Company does not ſubjed herfelf to pay, within a 
ſhort time, the Sum of L. 68000 pretended to be owing 
on the Duty of Negroes, and Profits of the Ship Caroline, 
tho* that Sum was never otherwiſe acknowledged to be 
due, than as Part of a Plan of Accommodation, wherein 
a much larger Sum was admitted to be due to the ſaid 
Company, whereby, we apprehend, the King of Spain 
may think that great Company is put out of the Protec- 
tion of His Majeſty as to this Point, and left to his own 
Mercy and Equity : Whereas, if the Convention, .as it 
now ſtands, had been ſigned without the Acceptance of 
the ſaid Declaration, the King of Spi would have had 
no Pretence, as we conceive, to ſuſpend the Aſſento: 
And therefore, we apprehend, that the ſaid Declaration 
will be looked upon as a Defeazance of the ſaid Treaty, 
as far as it relates to the Sox:h-Sea Company, which ap- 
pears to us a diſhonourable Co//z/z9», huriful to the pu- 
blick Credit. 

10. Becauſe we do not find any Satisfaction has been
